COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 





The big flood of 1936 was the commencement of 
extraordinary labor and expense to the Plymouth Vil- 
lage Fire Districts’ Water Department property: at 
the pumping station all of the machinery including 
pumps, electric motors were under water for two 
weeks. The Sump-pump was ruined and both electric 
motors had to be taken out and sent away for repairs. 
Total loss at the pumping station on account of the 
flood was $780.00. 


At this same time the large reservoir, over-flowed 
burst and the whole of one corner was entirely “wiped 
out” and the main outlet leading towards the village 
for a distance of 125 feet was totally destroyed: under 
orders from the Public Service Commission rebuild- 
ing was commenced and a cement dam 54 feet long, 
21 feet high, 4 feet thick at the base and 12 inches 
thick at the top made the reservoir again usable. 


At base of the wall a new 10 inch pipe was run 
through the bank for the outlet and a gate placed out- 
side instead of inside, as before. 


A drain outlet (8 inch pipe) was also run through 
the wall so that for cleaning, lowering of the water or 
emptying altogether, same can be done at the rate of 
200,000 gallons per hour. 


Net loss to the district being $5,000.00. 


To understand what has been done for safety of 
the reservoir it is well to recall conditions before the 
flood: when this large reservoir was built (it has been 
in use for about 50 years) the only drain pipe was a 
6 inch one with a gate inside and under water so that 
when it became necessary to let out the water for 
cleaning or other purposes a boat had to be used and 
the men were obliged to “fish” for the 1 inch gate top 
in from 14 to 16 feet of water and in the past this pro- 
cedure has taken 2 to 4 days before the drain could 
be opened and the real reason for loss of the reser- 
voir bank in 1936 was on account of lack of control 
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at the outlet but now there is full control of the water 
going in or going out, flood or no flood. 


Aliso, formerly, 2 streams fed into the reservoir 
with no control and at all times during showers, heavy 
rains or flood it was obliged to take all the water thus 
allowing the dirt filled streams to go into the basin 
which became a settling pool and every year it became 
necessary to take out tons of black muck, dead leaves, 
and rotting vegetation to prevent the supply becom- 
ing contaminated. 


This condition has been eliminated: at edge of 
the reservoir a settling pool has been built on each 
stream with a 6 inch pipe leading into the reservoir 
and another pipe (4 inch) with a gate inside the pool 
empties into a ditch outside the reservoir so that the 
water when unfit to use or for any other reason can 
be shut off the reservoir and run into the waste ditch: 
this 4 inch pipe is set so that when the pool is filled 
one-half the balance goes into the ditch thus assuring 
full control at all times. 


Again in 1988 the reservoir region was hard hit 
by flood and hurricane, and nearly 400,000 feet of Pine, 
together with other trees were blown down and into a 
twisted mass, many of the large trees being broken in 
two, three or more pieces and it became necessary 
that immediate steps be taken to clear the land or a- 
bandon the water shed for purposes of supply and on 
September 21st of that year the incoming supply from 
the lands was shut off. 


Right at this time was justification for the money 
spent during the previous two years for control of 
water entering the reservoir and the water-takers of 
the district received the benefit. 


By order of the State Board of Health the land 
must be cleared and their permission given before this 
supply could again enter the reservoir to be put into 
the system and during the lumbering operations, clear- 
ing the land and burning of brush and refuse none of 
this water was used but was kept away from the res- 
ervoir supply, all water from that day in September 
till the last of June, 1939, coming from the pumping 
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station at the “Peg Mill”. The State Board of Health 
made frequent inspections during this period. 


Water was turned on the last of June but had to 
be turned off again for about 3 weeks and it was Aug- 
Yeh awe before we had use of the full supply from 
the land. 


During Spring and Summer of 1939 it was neces- 
sary to call the Fire Department on 4 occasions to put 
out fires and several nights the Superintendent and 
men were called during the night for the same pur- 
pose: the hazard became so bad at times that we 
were obliged to have night watchmen on the lot. 


The amount of water now coming into the reser- 
voir is about 40% of that which was had before the 
hurricane so the well has to take up the amount lacking 
which means pumping about double as the district 
uses nearly 250,000 gallons daily, on the average.

The 1936 flood together with the hurricane and 
flood of 1938 caused a net loss to the district in a- 
mount of $10,544.00 (average of $2,636.00 for each of 
the four years) but during that time net liabilities of 
the district have been reduced $ 6,331.10, viz:

Following is the report of the School Nurse from 
September 1938 to July 1939.

27 children 
were examined by Dr. Robert Kerr at the Chest Clin- 
ics. A series of 15 dental clinics were held from Jan- 
uary 13 to May 26 at which 52 Plymouth children were 
treated.

Plymouth children had operations at the Memorial 
Hospital. The Red Cross helped on three of these 
cases. 
The Sight Conservation Division of Public Wel- 
fare paid for examinations and glasses on 10 defective 
vision cases. 
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The cancer commission is still caring for one case 
being treated at Hanover Hospital. 


294 home calls, 231 school calls and 141 business 
calls were made by the nurse.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





—_—-— 


To the Plymouth School District: 


I hereby submit my third annual report as Su- 
perintendent of Schools. The statistical tables for 
the year 1938-1939 follow this report. Since the last 
report your School Board has met many pressing prob- 
lems calling for careful consideration and long range 
planning. The renewal of the Teachers College con- 
tract, the financing and erection of the New Grade 
School building and the subsequent consideration of 
the centralization of the schools of the district have 
brought an extremely heavy load of responsibility. 
The Board has devoted many hours of careful deliber- 
ation and has been mindful of the educational and fin- 
ancial interests not only of the present, but of the 
years to come. 


The Teachers College Contract 


The former contract with the Plymouth Normal 
School to educate children in its Model School expired 
in June of 1939 and it became necessary for the dis- 
trict to consider a renewal of the contract with the 
Plymouth Teachers College. A very able committee 
was appointed at the district meeting to act with your 
Board in making a thorough survey and conferring 
with the Teachers College and State Board of Educa- 
tion. This committee was of decidedly material val- 
ue as it brought the viewpoint of citizens not actively 
engaged with the administration of the schools and 
strengthened the representation of the district. The 
joint committee is to be commended for working zeal- 
ously in the interests of the district. The contract 
was renewed for five years at $10,000 a year. Under 
the present contract the entire Grade School building 
is under the exclusive control of the district through 
the School Board. The district furnishes the janitor 
service and janitor’s supplies, heat and light all of 
which are under the supervision of the district. The 
kindergarten gratuitously furnished by the Teachers 
College is discontinued. The auditorium will be avail- 
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able under certain restrictions, for community pro- 
jects that do not conflict with the routine exercises of 
the school. 


The New Grade School Building 


The New Grade School was dedicated Saturday, 
October 7, 1939. The children in good order moved 
to the building the following Monday morning and 
classes were being held before the day was over. <A 
description of the building was given in the last report 
of this series and need not be repeated here. As one 
moves about this large, comfortable and modern build- 
ing he marvels how the Normal School administered 
such a good school under the conditions of the old 
building during the recent years. 


Philosophy of Education of This Supervision 


It is proper for the Superintendent of Schools be- 
fore proceeding with his report to state definitely his 
philosophy of education as the background of his pol- 
icies and supervision. It is as follows: 


“The ultimate objectives of education must be 
conceived of in terms of the development of the child, 
rather than in terms of mastery of the materials of 
instruction. The purpose of education is so to condi- 
tion the future behavior of those being educated that 
they will be willing and able to function in ways of 
greatest satisfaction to themselves, and most condu- 
cive to the progress and welfare of others. This is 
done by stimulating the acquisition of information, 
concepts, skills, habits, attitudes, interests, and 
tastes.” 


One who is reading periodicals not only in the field 
of education, but the magazines of general interest 
cannot fail to be impressed by the number of articles 
appearing on the general subject of “Personality”. 
Vocational guidance counsellors, personnel officers of 
large business and industry state that many people 
are changing and losing positions, idle, and failures be- 
cause of poor personality adjustments rather than lack 
of training and ability. Many of these unfortunate 
traits can be eliminated or at least diminished and re- 
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placed by traits conducive to stability and success in 
life. The Superintendent is carefully studying this 
matter of Personality in a series of conferences with 
the high school teachers. It is planned to continue 
this survey far beyond mere academic interest and to 
carry it over to the pupils in developing wholesome 
personality characteristics which experience shows of 
paramount importance in a successful life. 


High School 


The report of the Headmaster of the high school 
sets forth the facts and recommendations for that 
school. The Superintendent and Headmaster both 
feel that an additional teacher for general and remedi- 
al work is needed. The next objective to the district 
should be Manual Training at least for two years. 
There is ample room in the basement for a modest 
start which could be extended as circumstances war- 
rant and everitually carried over in the old Model 
School building. 


Rural Schools 


The Board closed the Livermore and Ward Hill 
schools and is transporting the children to the New 
Grade School Building. This is a saving in expense 
and in the opinion of the writer gives these children a 
broader and richer education. Miss Carolyn Stevens 
was transferred to the Lower Intervale School, Miss 
Anna Collin to the Baker River school and Miss Myrtle 
Dodge to the Turnpike School. Mrs. Grace Pratt of 
the Ward Hill school is teaching in another town and 
Miss Zanita Spencer of the Turnpike School resigned 
her position. No teacher was left without a position. 


Several teachers very naturally have different 
bents and activities in which they are particularly in- 
terested. Some are adept in handicraft, some in phy- 
sical culture and some excel in drill. It is the belief 
of this supervision that occasional rotation of teach- 
ers where no particular hardship is involved is profit- 
able not only to bring the combined talents of the 
teachers to all the children, but as a means of motiva- 
tion both to the teaching and learning of the schools 
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so effected. Where the teachers were so acceptable 
in the areas where they were located it is fair to as- 
sume that by the same token they would be equally 
so in the schools to which they were transferred and 
as far as the writer can see it has worked out in gen- 
eral this way. 


Centralization Education 


This supervision has from the first stood squarely 
for centralization of the schools of the Plymouth 
Town School District. Rural periodicals of National 
Circulation testify to the enthusiastic acceptance of 
centralized schools. Education of the children and 
finances of the town convince the writer that centrali- 
zation is the sensible administration of your schools. 
In as much as objection was made and sustained in 
the special meeting that the Superintendent of Schools 
be heard on this subject it is incumbent on him to set 
forth the facts here as he finds them and to derive 
what he believes to be common-sense conclusions. 


Centralization is well established in the country 
and state. A report before me shows that there are 
in this state 30 consolidated elementary schools, 36 
high and elementary consolidated schools, 12 one- 
room central schools, and 23 largely centralized schools 
not including Plymouth making in all 101 school dis- 
tricts with more or less consolidation. 


I would not appear to Utterly disparage the rural 
schools of the district. I have been associated with 
country schools for nearly 15 years. I have super- 
vised rural and consolidated schools. J] know the pos- 
sibilities and limitations of rural schools. I know that 
by means of combining classes and alternating grades 
certain disadvantages of rural schools can be more or 
less eliminated. We have modern text books and sup- 
plies in these schools. A child can probably master 
the “3 R’s” and the context of a text book approxi- 
mately as well in an 8-grade room as in a single grade 
in a centralized school, but in my opinion it is extreme- 
ly difficult if not improbable for a rural school to reach 
the full measure of opportunities of a centralized 
school and the present day concepts of education. 
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Your children will have to compete in later life with 
those who have had these larger opportunities else- 
where whether they live in places of centralized 
schools or compete here at home with those coming 
from towns of centralized schools. I believe the time 
is not far off when children of one-room school educa- 
tion will be at a distinct disadvantage with those of 
centralized school education. 


The Model School offers a broader and richer cur- 
riculum than rural schools can ever hope or expect to 
do. It has a well equipped manual training shop with 
a trained man teacher in charge. We have boys who 
apparently reach the limit of academic work at about 
the 6th or 7th grade, but can do very good work with 
their hands. This work challenges their interest be- 
cause they are meeting with success. They absorb as 
much of the academic work as they can and are hap- 
pily and profitably engaged. The girls have a well 
equipped domestic arts department. Some Mothers 
can undoubtedly teach their children how to sew and 
cook, but how many do, and how many have the time 
to study the full content of the course as what foods 
are most nutritious, how they can be purchased and 
served to the best interests, etc., ete. As with the 
boys, there are always some girls who do not profit 
greatly by academic work, but derive pleasure and ben- 
efit from making their own clothes and studying the 
furnishings and upkeep of a good home. The Mode! 
School furnishes more competition with larger classes. 
It is not unusual for a rural school to be made up for 
the most part of children of two or three families. I 
have in mind a rural school in this union where over 
one-third of the children are of one family. It is the 
rare teacher who can’ keep such schools year after 
vear without the school becoming stagnant. The 
Model School has available the music supervisor and 
art supervisor for conference and consultation. It 
has the larger facilities of reference books and supple- 
mentary material which cannot be duplicated in each 
of the rural schools with a reasonable expense. The 
Model School has the opportunities of the auditorium 
stage for dramatic instruction and entertainments as 
well as the gymnasium floor for physical culture and 
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supervised play. It offers educational films for visual 
education. These latter advantages are regarded 
highly important in modern education. The teachers 
of the Model School all have the Masters Degree show- 
ing that they have made special studies in education, 
and passed rigid examinations. All children and par- 
ticularly problem children can be studied and more 
effectively helped in the Model School. The Super- 
visor of Teacher Training has all the children in one 
building and can become intimately acquainted with 
each one. Regular meetings are held when problem 
cases are analyzed and discussed. The group mind is 
more fertile than a single mind and its discussions 
lead to sounder decisions. An ample number of cadet 
teachers affords plenty of time for special help and 
remedial work. 


It is persistently claimed that the Plymouth rural 
school graduates have taken more honor parts than 
the Model School graduates. Let us look at the rec- 
ord of the last ten years. It shows that the rural 
schools had three first honors and one third, while the 
Model School had four first, three seconds and three 
thirds, making a total of four honor parts for the 
Rural schools and ten for the Model School. If we ex- 
tend the study outside the district over the entire 
thirty-three honor parts we find both the Model school 
and outside two-room and three-room schools exceed- 
ing the rural school honor parts. This should dispose 
of this argument. 


People have been placed under due apprehension 
that their children would suffer hardship and almost 
perish waiting for the school bus during the winter 
months. The State Board of Education reports that 
13,047 children were transported at district expense 
in this state last year. This is a gain of 855 over the 
previous year. New Hampshire people are not put- 
ing the health and lives of children in jeopardy in large 
and increasing numbers. It has been set forth that 
parents will have to clothe their children better if 
sent into the Model School and this will work an eco- 
nomic hardship on them. The Plymouth Model 
School is not a rich man’s school. To be sure the 
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greater number of children do come from the conser- 
vative middle class but there are children from appar- 
ently homes of limited finances. Practically every 
child is fitted out with new clothes in September and 
if their ‘‘school clothes” are worn only to school and 
carefully looked after, it is difficult to anticipate much 
added expense due to children coming into the village. 


Centralization—Financial Saving 


There are six rural school buildings in the dis- 
trict. These structures are non-taxable and the re- 
pairs, depreciation, and insurance must be reckoned in 
addition to loss of revenue of taxes if they were pri- 
vate property. When these six schools are operated 
the district is paying twice for the education of these 
approximately 125 children. As it is with the four 
rural schools now operated, the district is paying the 
bill twice because all these children can be very easily 
absorbed by the Model School. The Board found that 
the average cost of the rural schools for the last three 
vears was $7,734.34. When all the schools are closed 
it would seem that all the children can be transported 
at a saving of about one-half the,present expense. As 
long as the present enrollment of the Sargent School 
is fourteen it would seem advisable to operate the 
school as bus transportation is not practicable at this 
time, but when it drops to seven or eight which it was 
less than two years ago this group can properly be 
carried in an ordinary seven-passenger touring car. An 
expenditure of $1,000 reflects between 3 and 4 cents on 
the tax rate in this town. A saving of $3,000 means 
approximately 11 cents on the tax rate and $4,000 
means approximately 15 cents on the rate. The ac- 
tual savings on the tax rate for complete centraliza- 
tion will probably lie between these figures. 


Some people are concerned that their property 
will decrease in sale value on account of closing of ru- 
ral schools. Prospective buyers are interested in the 
availability of schools and not the location. Property 
values depreciate for more potent reasons than cent- 
ralization of schools and for reasons beyond the scope 
of this report. High taxes keep out more people and 
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industries than centralized schools. The contention 
that an annual expenditure of $3,000 -$4,000 will 
spread out pretty thin on the tax payers is a danger- 
ous doctrine and if carried through every department 
would eventually bankrupt any municipality. 


Adult Education 


The Adult Education classes started in the high 
school building on October 9 with an enrollment of 52 
members. At present there are 36 people in regular 
attendance. Such a shrinkage is generally to be ex- 
pected in adult schools. At this writing the class en- 
rollments are as follows: 


Beginning shorthand 11 
Beginning typewriting 13 
Advanced shorthand if 
Advanced typewriting 10 
Bookkeeping 16 
Law 8 
Bowling 8 


There are duplications in the above as some are 
taking more than one course. The total active mem- 
bership is 386 people. The policy of the school in gen- 
eral has been to adapt the subject matter to the prac- 
tical needs and desires of the students. Consequently, 
there is an active and keen interest evident in the 
classes. These people are to be highly commended 
for their purpose to improve themselves oftentimes af- 
ter strenuous duty in the workaday world. 


In conclusion, I wish to state emphatically that 
I have faith in Plymouth, its children, its parents, al! 
its people, its industries, and its educational institu- 
tions, federal, state, and town. Its people may be 
swayed temporarily by loosely drawn up facts and spe- 
cious arguments, but Plymouth will look ahead to 1950 
and 1960 for the education of its children and the wel- 
fare of the town. Time marches on.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my eleventh annual report as 
the Headmaster of Plymouth High School.

The Commencement Exercises were held at the 
Plymouth Theatre, on Monday, June nineteenth at 
10:00 A. M. Of the seventy-eight members who re- 
ceived their diplomas, 25 or 32.5% of them enrolled 
in post secondary institutions or continued their work 
as post graduates.

Enrollment 


The enrollment for the year 1939-1940 has been 
156 boys and 188 girls, making a total of 344. In this 
enrollment are 203 tuition pupils. 


It has been the endeavor of the school to furnish 
a program that is varied and flexible to meet the needs 
of the different types of girls and boys who enter the 
Plymouth High School. They may enter any college 
or post secondary institution in the country if they 
have the ability or have shown by conscientious work 
that they can do college work. They can obtain a gen- 
eral education which enables them to find places for 
themselves and earn a living. Provisions are made to 
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meet, as far as possible, the wide range of individual 
differences. The school sadly needs, however, a man- 
ual training department to carry out the last phase of 
its endeavor. 


To accomplish the desired results, the school must 
have the cooperation of the parents. They can assist 
by seeing that their children are regular in attendance, 
and are not excused except for most urgent reasons. 
The loss of ‘a recitation retards the progress of both 
pupil and class as a whole. Tardiness is not tolerat- 
ed in business; and parents can help in teaching punc- 
tuality while boys and girls are still attending school. 
They can also assist by setting aside a definite time 
at home for study; by carefully examining report 
cards and encouraging the pupils to strengthen the 
weak points; by talking with the headmaster and 
teachers to get a mutual understanding; and by help- 
ing to teach the pupils that going to school is their 
business. 


Special effort is being made to keep alive some of 
the fundamentals which were taught in elementary 
schools. At present the staff is trying to work out 
a method of teaching the importance of personality in 
the lives of men and women. 


Extra-Curricular Activities 


The Fourteenth Annual Prize Speaking Contest 
under the supervision of the English Department was 
ae on March 24, 19389.

At the Eleventh Annual Scholarship Day held at 
Plymouth and Keene, Plymouth High entered two 
teams. The United States Constitutional History 
team was tied for second place. 
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Athletics 


Football, baseball, basketball, and skiing for boys 
under the supervision of Mr. Dawson; basketball for 
girls under that of Miss Noyes. The girls’ basket- 
ball team won the cup in the Pemigewasset League 
last season and the boys were very successful in the 
winter sports. To Mr. Hilty and his corps of instruc- 
tors, we are duly grateful for the time and effort 
spent. 


Recommendations 


The Headmaster has already mentioned the need 
of a course in mechanics arts to make the school com- 
plete. The Keene Teachers College will not accept 
boys for teacher training in that course unless they 
have pursued Mechanics Arts in the High School. 


The school is fortunate to have a staff of willing 
workers but the day is not long enough for them to 
do all the things which they would like to accomplish 
for every one of the pupils. Attention, therefore, is 
directed again to the need of one more teacher when 
the times are more favorable. 


Conclusion 


Many thanks are due you, Superintendent Mc- 
Curdy, the School Board, the Citizens, the teachers 
and pupils for the fine support and cooperation which 
I have received during the past year.
